THE  REVOLUTION:  WHERE  IT  ALL  BEGAN  1760-1775 

Boston's  historic  Quincy  Market  (1827)  behind  Faneuil  Hall 
is  the  site  of  one  of  Boston  200 's  most  important  exhibits, 
The  Revolution:  Where  It  All  Began  1760-1775. 

The  concept  of  the  exhibit  itself  is  revolutionary.  Not 
only  will  it  give  the  visitor  the  flavor  of  historic  Boston's 
diverse  economic,  social  and  political  life,  but  it  will  take 
him  back  in  time  and  allow  him  to  re-live  and  participate  in  those 
fast-moving,  pre-revolutionary  years. 

The  exhibit  is  laid  out  so  that  the  visitor  moves  chronolog- 
ically through  the  series  of  events  that  signalled  and  provoked 
the  Revolution  —  The  Stamp  Acts,  The  Boston  Massacre,  The  Tea  Party, 
The  Intolerable  Acts.  At  certain  critical  points,  the  visitor  will 
be  asked  to  participate  in  the  same  dramatic  decision -making  process 
that  Bostonians  of  the  Revolutionary  Era  had  to  contemplate  as  the 
American  Colonies  moved  from  a  dependent  to  an  independent  consciousness. 

Its  value  to  the  city's  schools  cannot  be  measured.  And  it  is 
possible  that  this  exhibit  will  become  a  permanent  part  of  Boston's 
unique  fabric  of  cultural  and  educational  resources.

EXHIBITS:   MEDICINE  AND  HEALTH:   BOSTON  LEADS  THE  NATION 

Plans  have  now  been  completed  for  the  development  of  a  permanent 
exhibit  on  health  care  in  Boston,  to  be  located  in  the  new  medical 
wing  of  the  Boston  Museum  of  Science. 

Exhibit  visitors  will  gain  a  new  and  better  understanding  of  how 
their  own  bodies  function,  and  what  they  should  know  in  order  to  better 
protect  their  own  health.  The  exhibit  will  start  with  a  discussion  of 
public  health  and  will  then  be  organized  around  displays  and  explanations 
of  the  anatomy  and  function  of  specific  parts  of  the  human  body  and  body 
functions . 

As  with  other  exhibits  at  the  Museum  of  Science,  this  exhibit  will 
be  designed  to  be  understood  and  appreciated  by  persons  of  all  ages  and 
backgrounds .

PUBLIC  LECTURES:  THE  LOWELL  LECTURES  IN  MEDICINE 

The  Boston  200  Task  Force  on  Health  has  been  awarded  the 
Lowell  Lectures  in  Medicine  for  1975  and  1976.  A  series  of 
18  public  lectures  under  the  auspices  of  the  Lowell  Institute 
are  now  being  planned.

RELIGIOUS  DIVERSITY:  BOSTON'S  HERITAGE  OF  FREEDOM 

The  Boston  200  Religion  Task  Force  -  with  cooperating  groups 
representing  Protestantism,  Catholicism,  and  Judaism  -  has  planned  an 
exhibit  on  the  religious  heritage  of  Boston.  Boston's  religious  heri- 
tage permeates  the  history  and  culture  of  the  city:  the  diversity  of 
faiths  in  the  framework  of  a  comnon  search  for  freedom  and  social 
advancement  might  best  be  described  as  unity  in  pluralism.  Occasional 
conflicts  between  religions  have  been  overshadowed  by  a  joint  commit- 
ment to  tolerance,  human  dignity  and  social  concern.  It  is  the  mani- 
fold expressions  of  this  basic  unity  which  the  exhibit  seeks  to  portray 
for  Bicentennial  visitors. 

The  exhibit  will  focus  on  a  sample  of  the  many  religious  leaders 
who  have  helped  shape  Boston  and  the  nation  over  350  years.  Through 
sound  and  photographs,  the  thoughts,  ideals  and  actions  of  such  leaders 
as  Cotton  Mather,  William  Ellery  Channing,  Anne  Hutchinson,  Thomas  Paul, 
Bishop  Cheverus,  John  Boyle  O'Reilly,  Bishop  Fitzpatrick,  Mary  Baker 
Eddy,  Solomon  Schindler,  Cardinal  Cushing  and  Michael  Moses  Hays  will 
come  alive  and  vividly  illustrate  the  impact  of  religion  on  a  great  city.

JOHN  HANCOCK  TOWER  OBSERVATORY  AND  EXHIBIT 

The  60th  floor  of  the  new  John  Hancock  Tower  will  offer  a  magnificent 
panorama  of  Boston  today,  and  a  detailed,  historical  diorama  of  Boston 
in  1775. 

Carpeted  floors,  walls, and  ceilings  will  frame  a  view  of  Boston  and  its 
environs  that  stretches  for  80  miles.  Visitors  will  sit  in  comfort  while 
looking  at  the  city  below  and  listening  to  descriptions  of  particular 
points  of  interest.  Above  the  windows  110  mounted  color  transparencies 
will  provide  yet  another  view  of  New  England  and  Boston  scenes. 

Lester  Associates  has  designed  and  fabricated  a  20-foot  topographical 
scale  model  of  Boston  in  1775.  250  historical  buildings  (such  as  Old  North 
Church  and  Paul  Revere 's  House)  have  been  hand  made.  Another  2,750  models 
of  buildings,  wharves,  boats,  etc.  will  complete  the  picture.  The  high  point 
of  this  exhibit  will  be  a  photographic  overlay  of  modem  Boston  superimposed 
on  the  Boston  of  1775,  showing  the  dramatic  expansion  of  the  city  over 
the  centuries. 

The  lobby  of  the  John  Hancock  Tower  will  be  the  site  for  one  of 
Boston  200 's  major  Visitor  Information  Centers.  A  three  dimensional  city 
map  with  information  about  major  Bicentennial  events,  walking  trails, 
rapid  transit  service  and  points  of  interest  will  help  visitors  find 
their  way  around  the  city.

6.  Electromagnetic  Spectrum  -  Light  and  Optics;  Edgerton's  development  of 

strobe  technology;  Land's  work  with  polarizers;

7.  Home  Economics  and  Life  Styles-  Stoves,  refrigerators,  dryers,  and 

sewing  machines  were  all  invented  by  Yankees.  So 
were  canning,  condensing,  freezing, and  freeze- 
drying.  There  will  also  be  an  exhibit  on  consumer 
advocates,  who  were  plentiful  in  New  England  as 
early  as  1800. 
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8.  Power  Sources  and  Energy  Conversion  Systems  -  Sail,  falling  water, 

and  wood  kept  New  England  boats,  factories  and 
machines  going  in  the  past.  Current  MIT  research 
into  solar  energy  will  also  be  illustrated,  as  well 
as  the  people  uses  of  atomic  energy. 

9.  Historical  Pot  Pouri  -The  history  of  patents;  Simple  ideas  that 

have  changed  our  lives,  (like  lead  pencils,  zippers, 
and  barbed  wire)  New  England  inventors  and  entre- 
preneurs .

Three  of  Boston's  famous  art  institutions,  The  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts,  The  Fogg  Art  Museum,  and  the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art, 
will  celebrate  the  Bicentennial  with  historical,  informative 
exhibits . 

The  Museum  of  Fine  Arts  will  present  three  exhibitions  on 
the  17th  century.

Among  its  lively  offerings  -  for  children  of  all  ages  -  are  a 
Treasure  Hunt  through  Government  Center,  a  Steeple  Chase  game,  and 
Rub  the  Hub,  each  in  its  own  way  guaranteed  to  stimulate  the  spirit 
of  exploration  so  essential  to  an  active  appreciation  of  Boston's 
varied  resources. 

Participants  will  be  provided  with  many  different  ways  to  have  fun 
with  the  city  while  they  enrich  their  awareness  and  understanding. 
Included  in  the  games  will  be  amusing  anecdotes,  roles  to  play,  ques- 
tions to  answer,  and  things  to  watch  for  and  do. 

There  will  be  spaces  provided  for  the  player  to  record  his  own 
personal  experiences,  as  well  as  a  passport  section,  designed  to  be 
filled  with  stamps  from  various  exhibit  sites  and  other  locations 
throughout  the  city. 

The  idea  was  developed  by  The  Children's  Museum,  in  association 
with  Cambridge  Seven  Associates;  publication  has  been  made  possible  with 
the  generous  aid  of  Addison  Wesley.  It  is  hoped  that  other  cities  will 
in  time  develop  their  own  collection  of  Citygames,  as  an  enduring 
source  of  information  and  pleasure  long  after  the  Bicentennial  ends.

The  Festival  of  Fire:  On  Sunday,  July  20,  1975,  at  Boston 
Common,  The  Boston  Fire  Department,  and  Fire  Departments  from 
throughout  New  England,  will  sponsor  demonstrations  of  fire  fighting 
techniques,  competitions  for  the  fastest  fire  ladder  climbers, 
exhibitions  of  old  and  new  equipment,  rides  on  fire  engines,  and 
instruction  in  fire  prevention.

The  Bicentennial  in  Boston  begins  with  a  spectacular  series 
of  events  and  festivals  occuring  every  day  from  April  13  to  April 
21,  1975. 

At  least  twenty  new  neighborhood  and  museum  exhibitions  - 
including  "Paul  Revere' s  Boston:  1735-1818"  at  the  Museum  of  Fine 
Arts  -  will  open  starting  the  week  of  April  13. 

The  first  reading  of  a  specially  commissioned  Bicentennial 
poem  by  Archibald  MacLeish  will  take  place  at  the  Boston  Public 
Library  on  April  16,  at  the  opening  of  the  exhibit  "Literary  Boston." 
A  special  electronic  music  program  complementing  the  works  of  MacLeish 
is  planned  in  conjunction  with  the  reading  of  the  Bicentennial 
poem. 

Festivities  commemorating  the  200th  anniversary  of  Paul 
Revere 's  ride  and  the  Battle  of  Lexington  and  Concord  begin  on 
April  18  with  an  evening  Lantern  Parade  through  downtown  Boston 
to  the  Old  North  Church,  where  the  traditional  lantern  service 
will  be  held.  A  gala  'happening'  will  take  place  later  in  the 
evening. 

On  Patriot's  Day  itself,  April  19,  ceremonies  in  the  North 
End  and  Roxbury  will  culminate  with  riders  representing  Paul  Revere  and 
William  Dawes  galloping  off  to  Lexington. 
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A  huge,  colorful  parade  by  the  Ancient  and  Honorable  Artillery 
Company  will  weave  through  the  downtown  area  in  the  morning. 

At  noon  bell-ringers,  high  school  bands,  and  church  bells 
throughout  Boston  will  ring  out  in  celebration,  in  the  special 
Bicentennial  Opening  called  'CityRing'  presented  in  cooperation 
with  the  M.I.T.  Center  for  Advanced  Visual  Studies  which  is  creating 
an  ascending  sculpture  for  the  occasion. 

On  April  19-20,  The  New  England  Conservatory  of  Music  will 
present  "Music  Is  The  Spirit  of  '76,"  a  wide  variety  of  musical 
programs  for  children  and  adults.  One  of  these  programs  in  an 
all-day  "MusickFest"  at  the  Conservatory  on  April  19,  in  which 
Gunther  Schuller  will  conduct  his  students  in  music  for  dancing  - 
waltzes,  watusis,  and  rock.  Choral  works  will  be  performed  in 
Jordan  Hall. 

Huntington  Avenue  will  be  renamed  "Music  Avenue"  for  the 
day  of  April  19,  in  order  to  salute  Boston  as  a  major  American 
music  center.  In  the  evening  Seiji  Ozawa  will  conduct  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra,  Andre  Watts  will  perform  through  the  Boston 
University  Celebrity  Series,  and  the  New  England  Conservatory  of 
Music  will  hold  a  special  concert  performed  by  students  and  alumni. 

On  April  20  a  bicycle  race  will  be  run  from  Boston  to  Lexington 
along  Paul  Revere 's  route.  That  evening,  an  International  Ball  will 
be  held  to  welcome  the  foreign  participants  in  the  Boston  Marathon. 
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Finally,  on  April  21,  the  traditional  26  mile  Boston  Marathon, 
which  always  attracts  hundreds  of  participants  from  all  over  the 
world,  will  be  run  from  Hopkington  to  the  Prudential  Center.

ENVIRONMENTAL  IMPROVEMENTS  AND  HISTORIC  RESTORATION 
THE  CITY  IS  LIVABLE  ENVIRONMENT 

Boston  is  at  once  a  city,  a  region,  and  a  state  of  mind. 

The  Bicentennial  is  an  appropriate  time  to  celebrate 
Boston's  unique  physical  character.  Boston  200,  in  conjunction  with 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the  Boston  Department  of  Parks 
and  Recreation,  has  embarked  on  a  major  program  of  historic  restora- 
tion and  environmental  improvement. 

This  program  seeks  to  capitalize  on  Boston's  natural  beauty 
and  special  assets  through  the  restoration  of  historic  sites  and 
the  addition  of  such  amenities  as  benches,  trees,  bicycle  racks, 
and  litterbaskets . 

Boston  must  maximize  its  long-term  improvements  of  the  urban 
environment  so  that  the  city  will  remain  "livable"  for  future 
generations . 
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Environmental  Improvements  and 
Historic  Restoration 


THE  BOSTON  NATIONAL  HISTORIC  PARK 

On  October  2,  1974,  the  President  signed  legislation  creating 
a  Boston  National  Historic  Park. 

The  inestimable  historic,  architectural,  and  cultural  value 
of  seven  sites  within  Boston  first  inspired  the  concept  of  an 
Urban  National  Park  and  Boston  is  the  first  city  to  be  so  designated. 
Faneuil  Hall,  the  Paul  Revere  House,  Old  North  Church,  the  Old  State 
House,  Bunker  Hill,  the  Old  South  Meeting  House,  and  Charlestown ' s 
historic  Naval  Shipyard  will  be  the  first  locations  to  be  acquired 
for  the  Park. 

Within  the  next  two  years,  the  National  Park  Service  will 
tend  to  these  sites,  and  make  its  many  services  available  to 
Bostonians  and  visitors,  thus  insuring  that  these  sites  are 
maintained  and  preserved  for  future  generations.

NATIONAL  REGISTER  GRANTS  1974-1975 

The  National  Register,  maintained  by  the  Department  of 
the  Interior  and  National  Park  Service,  gives  up  to  one  half  of 
project  costs  for  restoration  of  historic  properties.  The  Register  is 
coordinated  locally  by  the  State  Historical  Preservation  Office, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Commission,  which  annually 
select  eligible  properties  from  applicants. 

In  1974  twelve  properties  in  the  city  of  Boston  received 
$277,500  from  the  National  Register.  The  twelve  sites  are: 


Faneuil  Hall 
The  Old  State  House

THE  QUINCY  MARKET  RESTORATION 

In  1826  the  Quincy  Markets  were  built  as  Boston's  first 
publicly  financed  urban  renewal  project.  The  area  quickly  became 
the  heart  of  Boston's  commercial  life,  and  so  remained  for  a 
century. 

The  restoration  of  these  buildings  will  once  again  invigorate 
the  entire  market  area  with  new  shops,  stores,  offices,  and  restaurants. 
New  parks  and  malls  are  also  being  built. 

When  the  Markets  were  dedicated  in  1826 ,  they  were  hailed  as 
a  "handsome  addition"  to  a  growing  Boston.  The  restored  Markets 
will  be  a  useful  and  beautiful  addition  to  a  twentieth  century 
Boston,  working  to  revitalize  its  unusual  heritage. 

The  central  market  building  is  the  site  of  Boston  200 's  major 
exhibit,  The  Revolution:  where  It  All  Began  1760-1775.

THE  OLD   STATE  HOUSE  RESTORATION 

In  1712  the  Old  State  House  was  built  to  replace  the  Town 
Hall  which  had  been  destroyed  by  fire.  From  1830-1841  it  was  used 
as  Boston's  City  Hall,  and  was  then  leased  to  merchants  who  allowed 
the  building  to  deteriorate.  For  'the  past  one  hundred  years  the  building 
has  been  cared  for  by  and  served  as  the  office  and  exhibition  facility 
for  the  Bostonian  Society. 

A  major  private  sponsor,  The  New  England  Merchants  Bank,  has 
made  the  leadership  grant  in  the  area  of  historic  preservation  with 
a  contribution  of  $50,000  to  the  Old  State  House  for  structural 
work,  exhibits,  and  increased  staffing. 

Now,  for  the  first  time  in  ninety  years,  this  beautiful 
building  will  be  renovated  and  repaired. 

In  addition  to  private  funds,  the  City  of  Boston,  HUD,  the 
National  Park  Service,  and  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  are 
all  underwriting  the  restoration. 

The  roof  will  be  completely  rebuilt,  using  as  much  of  the 
original  slate  as  possible.  The  cupola  will  be  renovated;  the 
exterior  brickwork,  windows,  and  gutters  all  will  be  rejuvenated;  fire 
alarms  will  be  installed,  and  the  electrical  system  rewired.

With  the  cooperation  of  the  MBTA,  which  plans  general 
restoration  of  the  State  Street  Station,  one  of  the  side  subway 
entrances  will  be  closed  in  order  to  return  the  building  to 
its  original  appearance.

THE  OLD  GRANARY  BURYING  GROUND 

The  Granary,  originally  part  of  the  Boston  Camion,  was 
laid  out  in  1660.  It  takes  its  name  from  the  town  granary  which 
once  stood  on  the  site  of  the  Park  Street  Church  as  insurance  against 
lean  years  in  the  city's  early  history. 

The  Old  Granary  is  of  extreme  importance  to  the  city  and 
to  the  nation' s  colonial  heritage  since  it  contains  the  tombs  of 
more  distinguished  patriots  than  any  other  cemetery  in  the  country. 
John  Hancock,  Robert  Treat  Paine,  Paul  Revere,  James  Otis,  and 
Sam  Adams  are  all  interred  here,  as  are  numerous  other  eminent 
Bostonians,  including  Peter  Faneuil,  Crispus  At  tucks,  and  eight 
early  Governors  of  Massachusetts. 

The  grounds  of  this  historic  landmark  will  be  rejuvenated 
by  the  Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  for  the  Bicentennial 
while  preserving  its  distinctive  and  historic  character. 

The  improvements  that  will  be  made  include:  widening  and 

grading  the  paths  to  eliminate  crcwding;  the  addition  of  new  paths 

to  make  walking  through  the  grounds  easier  and  more  pleasant;  the 

placement  of  interpretive  kiosks  as  a  guide  to  the  17th  century 

stones  and  sites  of  special  interest;  the  restoration  of  the  cemetery 

walls  and  fencing;  and  finally,  planting  and  gardening  in  locations 

where  deterioration  has  occurred.

RACHEL  REVERE  PARK 

Rachel  Revere  Park,  in  the  heart  of  the  North  End  opposite 
the  Paul  Revere  House,  is  one  of  the  oldest  public  spaces  in 
Boston.  It  has  been  in  continuous  use  as  a  neighborhood  park 
since  the  late  17th  Century. 

Boston  200  proposes  to  improve  the  Park's  physical  appearance 
while  preserving  the  Park  as  a  public  meeting  and  recreation  place. 
This  renovation  is  part  of  Boston  200 's  goal  to  leave  a  lasting 
environmental  improvement  in  every  neighborhood  of  the  city. 

The  proposed  changes  include: 

-Strengthening  the  exterior  brick  wall 

-Moving  the  flagpole  and  drinking  fountain  out 
of  main  play  area 

-Resurfacing  the  entire  park  area 

-Adding  benches  on  the  outside  wall 

-Painting  murals  on  adjacent  blank  building  facades 

-Marking  hockey  and  baseball  lines  in  the  play  area.

THE  PHIPPS  STREET  BURYING  GROUND  RESTORATION 

In  the  summer  of  1973  Boston  200  sponsored  a  cemetery  preser- 
vation project  in  Charlestown's  Phipps  Street  Burying  Ground,  where 
graves  date  back  to  1642. 

The  cohesive  nature  of  the  community  made  Charlestown  a  good 
place  for  this  project.  The  restoration  of  this  local  site  by 
local  youth  resulted  in  a  genuine  community  project. 

The  burying  ground  was  surveyed  and  cleared  of  trash.  The 
grass  was  mowed  and  clipped.  The  old  stone  paths  were  uncovered 
and  restored.  There  was  substantial  new  planting  and  gardening. 

Under  the  sponsorship  of  the  Revere  Sugar  Company  and  the 
Boys  Clubs  of  Boston,  the  Phipps  Street  Burying  Ground  restoration 
project  was  expanded  in  the  summer  of  1974  and  will  continue 
throughout  the  Bicentennial  years.

KING'S  CHAPEL  CEMETERY  RESTORATION 

Boston  200  is  working  with  the  Parks  Department  to  do 
substantial  landscaping  and  preservation  in  historic  King's 
Chapel  Cemetery. 

This  burying  ground,  dating  from  1631,  contains  the  tombs 
of  Boston's  first  settlers. 

For  the  Bicentennial  its  five  entrance  gateways  and  orna- 
mental ironwork  fencing  will  be  restored  and  additional  trees 
planted. 

An  interpretive  panel  explaining  the  significance  of  the 
site  will  be  constructed  on  a  kiosk,  and  the  walking  paths  will 
be  regraded.

THE  COPP'S  HILL  BURYING  GROUND 

Copp's  Hill  Burying  Ground  in  the  North  End  was  Boston's 
second  cemetery.  Among  10,000  interred  there  are  Increase,  Cotton, 
and  Samuel  Mather,  Edward  Hartt  (who  built  the  U.S.S.  Constitution), 
Andrew  and  John  Eliot,  and  Prince  Hall. 

This  beautiful  open  spot,  with  its  fine  waterfront  view  and 
fascinating  gravestones,  needs  rehabilitation  and  maintenance  if  it 
is  to  be  an  attractive  visitor  site  during  the  Bicentennial.  New 
lighting,  benches,  trees,  and  walks  are  required,  as  are  repairs 
on  the  fences,  retaining  walls,  and  some  walks.  The  existing  trees 
must  be  pruned,  and  grafitti  removed  from  the  stones. 

With  adequate  clean-up,  the  placement  of  an  interpretive  panel, 
and  adequate  maintenance  through  1976,  the  Copp's  Hill  Burying  Ground 
will  become  one  of  the  most  interesting  and  relaxing  places  to  visit 
in  Boston.

RESTORATION  OF  JOHN  ELIOT  SQUARE 

John  Eliot  Square,  an  open  space  surrounded  by  historic 
buildings,  including  the  Dillaway-Thomas  House,  is  in  need 
of  major  improvement.  In  order  to  emphasize  the  continuing 
evolution  of  the  Black  community,  and  to  provide  support  for  the  Roxbury 
Action  Program's  efforts  to  restore  the  entire  Highland  Park 
area,  major  restoration  of  the  Square  is  imperative. 

Restoration  of  John  Eliot  Square  will  include  creating  a 
park  and  parking  space  adjacent  to  the  Dillaway-Thomas  House, 
creating  a  new  traffic  pattern,  and  a  full-time  resident  to  keep 
the  Square  clean,  as  well  as  the  restoration  of  the  Dillaway-Thomas 
House. 

Renovation  will  make  this  Square  appealing  and  useful  to 
merchants  and  residents,  so  that  it  can  become  a  viable  center 
for  a  lively  neighborhood.

THE  OLD  SOUTH  MEETING  HOUSE  RESTORATION 

This  expertly  crafted  building,  a  church  for  the  Third 
Congregationalists  on  Sundays,  was  a  chief  forum  for  open  debate  in 
the  18th  century;  it  was  here  that  Bostonians  began  to  realize  an 
independent  American  consciousness. 

Many  crises  and  problems  -  from  the  impressment  of  Yankee 
sailors  to  the  Boston  Massacre  -  were  faced  and  argued  out  in  its 
beautiful  interior.  Its  most  famous  meeting,  on  December  16,  1773, 
culminated  in  the  Boston  Tea  Party. 

Old  South  has  survived  two  centuries  of  rain  and  snow,  the 
British  Army  (  which  used  it  as  a  riding  exhibition  hall)  ,  the  great 
fire  of  1872,  and  misguided  attempts  at  demolition.  But  not  without 
some  wear  and  tear. 

The  building  must  be  rewired,  the  cornices,  ceilings  and 
woodwork  repaired,  and  the  interior  painted. 

In  addition,  Boston  200  is  cooperating  in  a  program  to  augment 
the  Old  South  Society's  longstanding  tradition  of  providing  historical 
education  for  the  general  public.

THE  CITY  OF  BOSTON  MASTER  PLAN 

The  Public  Garden  and  the  Common  may  be  the  most  important 
landmarks  in  Eos  ton.  The  pleasure  Bostonians  have  derived  from 
these  beautiful  open  spaces  is  immeasurable. 

The  Bicentennial,  with  its  great  influx  of  visitors,  focusses 
our  awareness  that  the  Garden  and  Cannon  are  in  need  of  attention. 
It  is  essential  to  keep  these  parks  for  future  generations,  as 
well  as  to  make  them  presentable  to  visitors.  The  City  of  Boston, 
with  matching  funds  from  HUD,  will  spend  6  million  dollars  on  the 
Common  and  Garden  over  the  next  2-3  years  for  landscaping,  planting, 
cleaning,  upgrading,  and  lighting.

THE  LIBERTY  PLANTREE  PROGRAM 

In  1646,  because  Boston  was  sadly  lacking  in  trees,  the 
original  colonists  planted  an  elm  on  the  Common.  More  than  a 
hundred  years  later,  in  1765,  angry  townspeople  hung  two  British 
officers  in  effigy  from  its  branches ,  named  it  the  Liberty  Tree , 
and  gathered  below  it,  calling  themselves  the  Sons  of  Liberty.  In 
1775  the  British  cut  it  down,  but  after  the  War  was  won,  Lafayette 
honored  the  stump  with  these  words:  "The  world  should  never  forget 
where  once  stood  the  Liberty  Tree  so  famous  in  your  annals." 

The  Liberty  Plantree  Program  has  reaffirmed  people's  interest 
in  this  history  by  replanting  the  Liberty  Tree  near  its  original 
place,  at  the  foot  of  the  Common. 

This  program  is  also  encouraging  general  replanting  of  urban 
areas. 

Interested  citizens,  community  groups,  the  media,  and 
businesses  can  each  sponsor  planting  and  reforesting.

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NEIGHBORHOOD  AND  ETHNIC  PROGRAMS:  INTRODUCTION 

Boston  200 's  neighborhood  programs  have  been  designed  to 
explore  the  physical  and  cultural  history  of  the  city. 

Through  the  formation  of  Neighborhood  Bicentennial  Committees 
in  each  of  Boston's  twenty-one  neighborhood  communities,  Boston 
citizens  are  producing  oral  histories,  local  history  exhibits, 
and  small  scale  physical  improvements. 

The  Bicentennial  can  be  a  catalyst  in  developing  civic  and 
cultural  pride.  The  city's  major  ethnic  populations  -  Irish,  Italian, 
Hispanic,  Qiinese  and  Black  -  are  creating  programs  to  celebrate 
their  contributions  to  the  city.

NEIGHBORHOOD  ORAL  HISTORIES  AND  ARCHIVES 

Boston  200  is  working  closely  with  all  of  Boston's  neighbor- 
hoods to  develop  an  integrated  series  of  oral  histories  to  highlight 
significant  themes  of  twentieth  century  history  in  the  city.  Each 
community  research  team  is  working  in  cooperation  with  Boston  200  's 
staff  historian  to  organize,  collect,  and  publish  oral  history 
materials . 

Professional  assistance  in  the  technique  of  oral  history  is 
being  provided  by  historians  at  Boston  University  and  the  University 
of  Massachusetts,  Boston. 

Each  oral  history  project  focuses  on  a  particular  aspect 
of  twentieth  century  Boston  -  such  as  changing  patterns  of  family 
life,  the  ethnic  composition  of  a  particular  neighborhood,  or  themes 
important  to  a  comnunity's  religious  and  cultural  life. 

Each  community  in  the  oral  history  program  is  also  establishing 
an  archive  to  store  the  materials  assembled  and  to  make  them  available 
for  further  research.

BOSTON  200  ETHNIC  PROGRAMS: 


BOSTON  SALUTES  ITS  PEOPLE 


The  United  States  is  a  kaleidoscope  of  ethnic  diversity. 
This  social  phenomenon  is  especially  apparent  in  the  city  of  Boston, 
which  has  more  than  a  score  of  ethnic  groups  with  distinctive 
cultures . 

Boston  200  feels  that  the  Bicentennial  is  a  time  to  highlight 
not  only  those  people  who  founded  America  200  years  ago,  but  also 
the  individuals  who  arrived  as  immigrants  and  have  done  much  to 
shape  the  modern  city.  Therefore,  Boston  200  has  brought  together 
representatives  of  the  larger  ethnic  groups,  who  have  organized  them- 
selves into  Task  Forces.  Among  these  are  the  Irish,  the  Italians,  the 
Hispanic,  the  Chinese,  and  the  Black  communities. 

The  Bicentennial  programs  being  planned  by  these  Task  Forces 
vary  widely  in  content,  but  each  expresses  the  desire  of  each  group 
to  celebrate  and  preserve  its  individual  past.

Boston  200's  Irish  Task  Force  has  planned  a  program  to  celebrate  the 
large  and  various  contributions  of  the  Irish  people  to  the  city  of  Boston.

An  exhibition,  "Irishmen,  Ireland,  and  The  Revolution"  to  be  shown 
in  Boston  City  Hall.  The  exhibit,  which  demonstrates  the  significant 
part  played  by  the  Irish  in  the  Revolutionary  War,  will  be  portable 
and  will  travel  to  other  cities  and  towns  as  part  of  an  exchange 
program. 


The  Dillon  Battallion  Colors,  accompanied  by  the  Irish  Chief  of 
Staff,  will  be  welcomed  at  Boston  City  Hall. 

An  exhibition  of  contemporary  Irish  art,  "Irish  Directions  in  The 
Seventies"  will  open  at  the  Institute  of  Contemporary  Art  on  May 
17,  1975. 


Two  separate  editions  of  "Ploughshares,"  the  Irish-American  Literary 
Journal,  will  reflect  important  Irish  contributions  to  American 
letters  over  the  past  two  centuries. 


A  32-page  booklet,  "Boston  and  The  Irish,"  will  be  published 
to  inform  and  entertain  the  general  public. 


An  evening  of  entertainment  at  the  Orpheum  Theatre  will  feature 
the  Chief  tans  and  Siobhan  McKenna.  This  concert  will  be  a  special 
'kick-off  to  the  Bicentennial,  to  promote  interest  in  and  raise 
funds  for  the  Irish  Task  Force.

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BOSTON  SALUTES  ITS  PEOPLE:  THE  ITALIAN  EXPERIENCE 

The  Italian  Task  Force  is  developing  an  exhibition  which 
highlights  the  work  of  the  Italian  craftsmen  who  built  many  of 
America's  finest  buildings  during  the  late  nineteenth  and  early 
twentieth  centuries. 

Especially  in  the  area  of  ornamentation  and  decorative  arts, 
American  architecture  of  this  period  was  influenced  greatly  by 
the  skills  which  Italian  immigrants  brought  with  them  to  the  United 
States.  (Just  one  of  many  fine  examples  in  Boston  are  the  famous 
Bertholdi  friezes  on  the  Boston  Public  Library.) 

The  exhibition  features  these  unsung  artisans  of  America  through 
visual  material  (photographs ,  old  prints ,  drawings ,  etc . )  and  through 
tapes  of  interviews  with  some  of  the  craftsmen  who  are  still  alive. 
The  modern  construction  industry,  which  is  primarily  owned  and 
operated  by  Americans  of  Italian  descent,  also  is  highlighted. 

It  is  expected  that  the  exhibition  will  open  in  Boston  City 
Hall  and  then  tour  to  towns  and  cities  throughout  the  country  during 
the  Bicentennial.

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BOSTON  SALUTES  ITS  PEOPLE:  THE  CHINESE  EXPERIENCE 

China  and  the  Chinese  have  played  an  important  role  in  the 
life  and  history  of  Boston.  Largely  because  of  the  wealth 
accumulated  by  the  lucrative  China  Trade  in  the  early  1880' s,  the 
city  became  a  leading  financial  center  in  the  United  States.  There 
has  been  a  Chinese  community  in  Boston  for  over  100  years,  and 
new  inmigrants  are  arriving  every  year. 

Programs  for  the  Bicentennial  are  being  developed  by  the 
Chinese  Merchants  Association  and  by  several  Chinese  students  from 
College  III  of  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  Boston.  The 
merchants  are  raising  $10,000  from  their  membership  for  physical 
improvement  projects  in  Chinatown,  while  the  College  III  students 
are  conducting  an  oral  history  program  in  both  Chinese  and  English. 

Boston  200  will  produce  a  booklet  which  highlights  the 
Chinese  experience  in  Boston,  from  material  collected  during  the 
oral  history  interviews.  The  budget  for  this  program  is  high 
because  of  the  high  costs  of  translators  and  printed  calligraphy.

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BOSTON  SAIUTES  ITS  PEOPLE:  THE  HISPANIC  EXPERIENCE 

Boston's  Hispanic  community  -  Puerto  Ricans,  Cubans, 
Central  and  South  Americans,  and  Spaniards  -  is  composed  of  relatively 
new  arrivals  to  the  city.  It  is  a  highly  diverse  community  with 
the  Spanish  language  as  the  strongest  cultural  bond  between  the 
groups. 

Because  there  has  been  little  documentation  of  the  heritage 
and  life-styles  of  Boston's  Hispanic  peoples,  Boston  200  has  under- 
taken an  oral  history  program  to  record  the  Hispanic  experience  - 
why  individuals  came  to  Boston,  their  customs,  their  problems,  and 
how  they  have  adapted  to  the  city. 

The  oral  history  tapes  will  be  source  material  for  a  booklet 
focussing  on  the  Hispanic  population's  experience  in  Boston,  to  be 
published  in  both  English  and  Spanish.  The  taped  interviews  will 
then  become  a  permanent  archive  in  an  Hispanic  Conmunity  Center.

In  addition  to  all  these  events,  the  Equal  Rights  League, 

headed  by  Melnea  Cass ,  is  sponsoring  a  permanent  memorial  to  Crispus 

Attucks,  to  be  erected  in  the  Old  State  House.

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THE  MUSEUM  OF  AFRO  AMERICAN  HISTORY 

In  1972  the  expanding  Museum  of  Afro-American  History- 
acquired  the   early  19th  century  African  Meeting  House  on 
Joy  Street.  The  structure  is  the  oldest  church  building  in 
America  constructed  by  Black  workers  for  their  own  use  and  was 
an  important  19th  century  center  for  the  Abolitionist  Movement. 
With  funds  from  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Conniission, 
structural  repairs  and  renovations  were  begun,  and  the  Museum 
expects  to  move  in  the  summer  of  1975. 

The  Meeting  House  will  contain  archives,  and  a  permanent 
exhibition  on  18th  and  19th  century  Afro-American  History.  It 
will  also  be  the  starting  point  for  the  Black  Heritage  Trail. 

A  multi-media  presentation  will  orient  visitors  to  the 
significant  buildings  and  landmarks  that  they  will  encounter, 
and  museum  staff  will  guide  visitors  along  the  Trail ,  which 
includes  the  Smith  School,  the  Meeting  House  Parsonage,  Middleton 
House,  Lewis  Hayden  House,  and  the  Charles  Street  Meeting  House.

Boston  200  and  the  Museum  of  Afro-American  History  have 
identified  and  designated  sixteen  buildings  and  monuments  in 
downtown  Boston  as  the  Black  Heritage  Trail. 

The  Black  Heritage  Trail  includes  18th  and  19th  century  sites 
such  as  the  African  Meeting  House,  The  Charles  Street  Meeting  House, 
The  John  Smith  House,  The  54th  Regiment  Monument,  Old  South  Meeting 
House,  the  Site  of  the  Boston  Massacre, and  Copp's  Hill  Burying  Ground. 

A  series  of  unified  markers  will  guide  the  visitor  along  the 
Black  Heritage  Trail.  In  addition,  under  the  Neighborhood  Marker 
Program,  there  will  be  a  series  of  historic  and  informative 
markers  in  areas  of  the  city  where  20th  century  black  history  has  been 
made  -  Roxbury,  The  South  End,  Mattapan,  Dorchester,  and  Jamaica 
Plain. 

The  Massachusetts  Bicentennial  Commission  and  Museum  of  Afro- 
American  History  have  worked  with  Boston  200  to  produce  a  brochure 
which  includes  an  historical  trail  map,  descriptions  of  each  site, 
and  a  summary  history  of  the  Black  Community  in  Boston.

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THE  DILLAWAY-THCMAS  HOUSE:  THE  LIVING  HISTORY  CENTER  OF 
THE  AFRO-AMERICAN  MUSEUM 

The  historic  Dillaway-Thomas  House,  built  in  the  1750' s, 
was  the  parsonage  for  the  First  Church,  Roxbury,  until  the  twentieth 
century,  when  the  City  of  Boston  acquired  it.  Although  there  was 
some  renovation  in  1930,  the  house  is  badly  in  need  of  repairs, 
fire  and  burglar  alarms,  and  a  thorough  cataloguing  of  the  objects 
and  documents  it  contains. 

When  restored,  the  Dillaway-Thomas  House  will  be  the  Roxbury 
Living  History  Center  of  the  Museum  of  Afro-American  History, 
where  craftsmen  and  artisans  will  demonstrate  Black  crafts  from 
18th  and  19th  centuries. 

The  house  will  also  be  the  site  of  a  20th  century  Black  cultural 
exhibit  which  emphasizes  the  value  of  history  to  the  Black  coirmunity, 
through  walking  tours,  multi-media  shows,  classes  for  children  and 
adults,  a  library,  and  a  curriculum  guide. 

The  program  focus ses  on  the  lives  of  the  vast  majority  rather 
than  the  exceptional  individual,  and  thus  examines  the  basic  character 
of  the  Black  Community.

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BLACK  HISTORY:  EXHIBITS 

Three  fascinating  exhibits  about  the  Black  Experience  in 
Boston  will  open  in  1975. 

The  first,  concerned  with  Abolitionism  and  the  Underground 
Railroad,  will  be  housed  at  the  League  of  Women  for  Community 
Service,  Inc.,  558  Massachusetts  Ave.,  Roxbury.  This  house  was 
itself  a  stopping  point  on  the  Underground  Railroad,  and  will  be 
an  appropriate  and  beautiful  setting  for  the  exhibit. 

A  second  exhibit  prepared  by  the  Black  Librarians  at  the  Boston 
Public  Library  will  trace  a  mythical  Black  family  in  Boston  through 
the  generations  from  original  settlement  in  the  North  End  as  freed 
slaves,  to  Beacon  Hill,  Roxbury,  Dorchester  and  finally  Mattapan. 

This  exhibit  will  travel  to  libraries  in  all  Black  Communities 
in  the  Boston  area. 

Finally,  there  will  be  an  exhibit  on  the  development  of  the 
Black  Church  in  Boston. 

In  addition,  Boston  200  will  bring  the  Smithsonian  Institute's 
exhibit  "The  Black  Experience  in  The  Revolution"  to  Boston  in  the 
summer  of  1975 .

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BLACK  ORAL  HISTORY  PROGRAM  AND  BOOKLET 

To  have  a  permanent,  written  record  of  the  Black  Community 
since  1890,  historians  are  assembling  oral  histories  material 
in  all  of  Boston's  Black  neighborhoods. 

These  taped  interviews  will  be  the  basis  for  a  Boston  200 
booklet,  "Black  History  in  Boston"  which  will  inform  readers 
with  anecdotes  and  reminiscences  about  the  past  in  the  words  of 
those  who  lived  it.

The  Bicentennial  will  provide  a  time  in  which  each  neighbor- 
hood in  the  city  can  make  a  lasting  physical  improvement  to  permanently 
enrich  the  quality  of  life  in  the  city. 

The  projects  vary  from  pedestrian  malls,  to  historic  preserva- 
tion projects,  to  vest  pocket  parks.  These  environmental  improve- 
ment projects  will  be  implemented  through  the  Neighborhood  Bicentennial 
Comnittees  with  the  supportive  services  of  Boston  200  and  will  be 
on-going  throughout  1975  and  1976.

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SOUTH  STATION  INFORMATION  KIOSK 

South  Station  is  a  major  pedestrian  crossway.  The  MBTA, 
the  Tea  Party  Ship  and  Museum,  the  Old  State  House,  and  the 
Freedom  Trail,  as  well  as  offices  under  construction,  all  contribute 
thousands  of  visitors  and  workers  to  the  area. 

As  some  confusion  and  construction  will  continue  through 
the  Bicentennial  years,  Boston  200  feels  that  it  is  essential  to 
install  a  highly  visible  kiosk  near  the  South  Station  MBTA  exit. 

The  Kiosk  will  contain  maps,  directions  to  nearby  points  of 
interest,  and  phones  attached  to  the  Visitor  Information  Centers 
at  City  Hall  and  the  John  Hancock  Tower.  The  phones  will  link 
visitors  with  the  room  referral  service,  daily  events,  listings, 
transit  service, and  special  aid  information  available  at  larger 
Centers.  A  guide  to  staff  the  Kiosk  would  double  its  usefulness 
to  visitors  in  the  area.

Boston  200  is  establishing  a  rooms  accomodations  clearing 
house  for  the  Greater  Bos  ton  Area  which  will  ease  the  problems 
of  out-of-town  visitors  staying  overnight  during  the  Bicentennial. 

The  Clearing  House  will  provide  quick  informational 
service  linking  approximately  130  hotels  and  motels  in  Greater 
Boston.

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CLEANING  UP  BOSTON  FOR  THE  BICENTENNIAL 

The  Bicentennial  presents  an  opportunity  for  cleaning  up 
the  city. 

Boston  200  is  coordinating  the  appropriate  city  departments 
and  key  institutions  from  the  private  sector  in  a  major  effort  to 
clean  Boston's  streets,  parks,  buildings,  and  neighborhoods  during 
the  Bicentennial. 

The  requirements  of  a  we  11 -coordinated  clean-up  campaign 
in  the  city  include: 

1.  Additional  trash  removal  in  areas  surrounding  Boston  200 
exhibits  and  trails ; 

2.  Additional  clean-up  services  in  such  heavily  travelled 
historic  neighborhoods  as  Downtown  Boston,  Beacon  Hill 
Back  Bay,  the  North  End, and  Charlestown; 

3.  A  general  public  awareness  campaign  on  the  clean-up  effort; 

4.  Special  trash  removal  projects  in  cooperation  with  the 
neighborhood  groups; 

5.  Placing  and  maintaining  additional  litter  baskets; 

6.  The  cleaning  of  visible  facilities,  building  facades, 
construction  sites,  taxis  and  buses,  and  Boston's  many 
statues,  monuments  and  plaques; 

7.  A  citizen  Task  Force  for  inspection  and  reporting. 

Boston  200  is  working  with  property  owners,  commercial  buildings, 
and  downtown  stores,  as  well  as  neighborhood  groups,  to  insure  that 
everyone  does  his  part. 

A  special  effort  will  be  made  to  maximize  the  use  of  existing 
city  departments  in  the  clean-up  campaign. 
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THE  BOSTON  200  CLEAN-UP  CORPS 

The  Boston  200  Clcan-Up  Corps  will  provide  the  added  manpower 
and  administrative  services  needed  to  keep  Boston  clean  during  1975 
and  1976. 

The  administrative  personnel  will  coordinate  with  existing 
city  departments  and  the  private  sector  to  make  certain  the  particular 
problem  areas  are  handled  efficiently.  They  will  also  work  with 
volunteer  groups  and  neighborhood  organizations  on  special  projects. 

The  Clean-Up  Corps  will  have  its  own  crew  to  maintain  the 
Boston  200  neighborhood  walking  trail  network  and  the  areas 
surrounding  key  exhibits ,  information  centers  and  events .

Beginning  April  1,  1975,  Boston  200  will  issue  a  4-page,  bi-weekly 
newspaper  which  will  be  distributed  free  at  Boston  200  Information 
Centers,  hotels,  transportation  facilities,  and  exhibits,  as  well 
as  at  numerous  neighborhood  outlets.  The  main  purpose  of  the  news- 
paper will  be  to  keep  visitors  up  to  date  on  all  city-wide  events  and 
to  inform  them  of  significant  Bicentennial  Activities.

2.  THE  BOSTON  200  BULLETIN 

This  quarterly  publication  is  distributed  to  Boston  residents  and 
others  interested  in  Boston  200  activities.  Basically  a  magazine 
format,  the  Boston  200  Bulletin  contains  progress  reports,  historical 
features ,  photo  essays ,  news  stories,  and  other  information  relating 
to  Boston  200.  Partially  supported  by  advertising,  this  28-page 
magazine  is  mailed  to  10,000  people  on  the  Boston  200  mailing  lists 
and  is  distributed  at  City  Hall,  Little  City  Halls,  and  at  the  many 
meetings  and  events  sponsored  by  Boston  200.

3.  THE  BOSTON  200  CALENDAR  OF  EVENTS 

Also  called  "When  It  All  Begins,"  this  one-page  calendar  will  contain 
much  of  the  same  information  that  will  be  available  on  Boston  200 's 
pre-recorded  telephone  message  line.  However,  it  will  be  printed  on 
a  quarterly  basis  and  sent  to  people  inquiring  about  Boston  and  Boston 
200  activities.  It  will  also  be  distributed  to  members  of  the  travel 
industry  (agents,  airline,  trains  and  buses)  outside  Boston.  To  be 
supported  by  advertising,  this  calendar  will  come  out  eight  times 
during  1975  and  1976  with  a  total  distribution  of  approximately 
400,000  copies.

4.  THE  NEW  YORK  TIMES  SUTPLEMENTS 

As  part  of  Boston  200 's  overall  public  relations  and  advertising  program, 
a  color  supplement  in  the  New  York  Times  on  Sunday,  March  23,  1975, 
is  planned.  This  magazine  will  focus  on  Boston  as  a  touring  and  vacation 
destination  as  well  as  its  Bicentennial  program.  Titled  "The  Americans 
Are  Gxring,"  this  magazine  will  reach  3.5  million  Sunday  Times  readers 
across  the  nation.  Advertising  will  pay  for  the  cost  of  this  special 
supplement .

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5.  "WHEN  IT  ALL  BEGINS"  -  A  DIRECT-DIAL  MESSAGE  PHONE 

This  pre-recorded  telephone  information  line  will  contain  three 
minutes  of  information  on  Boston  200  exhibits  and  events,  as  well 
as  sports,  theatre,  music, and  other  miscellaneous  activities. 
Decals  explaining  the  information  line  and  promoting  the  telephone 
number  (338-1975)  will  be  placed  on  telephone  sets  in  hotels  and 
other  locations  throughout  the  city.  By  dialing  the  number, 
visitors  will  get  current  information  on  many  activities  taking 
place  daily. 

6.  A  BOSTON  200  EXHIBIT 

Six  hexagonal  kiosks  are  being  displayed  in  sites  in  and  around 
Boston,  depicting  the  Boston  200  program.  The  kiosks  have  appeared 
in  bank  lobbies ,  store  fronts ,  shopping  malls ,  and  trade  shows . 
Each  kiosk  depicts  one  aspect  of  Boston  200  and  contains  photographs , 
copy>  and  illustrations .  High  visibility  sites  are  selected  from 
many  requests  to  display  the  exhibit. 

7.  THE  BOSTON  200  BROCHURE 

This  full  color  brochure  is  a  synopsis  of  Boston  200 's  Master  Plan 
explaining  each  of  the  Bicentennial  program's  five  areas  of  activities 
(Citygame,  Festival  American,  Neighborhoods,  Visitor  Services,  and 
Physical  and  Environmental  Improvements) .  It  explains  the  purpose  of 
Boston  200  to  Boston  residents  and  participants.  As  of  January  1975 
seme  70,000  copies  will  have  been  printed,  in  two  editions. 

8.  THE  BOSTON  200  FLYER  -  THE  AMERICANS  ARE  COMING 

As  part  of  an  effort  to  allow  people  outside  of  Boston  to  become 
aware  of  and  interested  in  Boston  200,  a  two-color  promotional 
brochure  has  been  published  to  highlight  the  most  interesting  elements 
of  the  Boston  200  program.  It  is  hoped  that  this  brochure  will 
induce  people  throughout  the  Northeast  to  come  to  Boston  during 
1975-1976.  Some  240,000  copies  have  been  printed  and  are  being 
distributed  widely. 

9.  THE  BOSTON  200  ADVERTISING  CAMPAIGN 

An  advertising  campaign  geared  to  tell  New  Englanders ,  New  Yorkers , 

Philadelphians  and  others  in  the  Northeast  about  Boston  200  will 

be  run  during  the  winter  and  spring  of  1975.  Magazines,  newspapers, 

billboards , and  airport  displays  will  carry  Boston  200' s  campaign 

message  that  "The  Americans  Are  Ccming  -  To  Boston,  Where  The  Bicentennial 

Begins." 

A  separate  public  service  campaign  will  be  geared  to  Bostonians 
themselves  to  solicit  their  interest  and  participation  in  Boston  200. 
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THE  FREEDCM  TRAIL  BROCHURE 

One  million  copies  of  a  revised  Freedom  Trail  Brochure  will 
be  published  in  April  1975. 

Boston  200  has  surveyed  and  researched  each  of  the  sites 
along  the  Freedom  Trail,  and  has  developed  improved  interpretive 
material  for  the  Freedom  Trail  Brochure. 

These  landmarks  of  our  culture  —  The  Boston  Common,  The 
State  House  and  Archives,  The  Park  Street  Church,  The  Granary  Burying 
Ground,  King's  Chapel,  the  site  of  the  nation's  first  public  school, 
The  Old  Corner  Book  Store,  The  Old  South  Meeting  House,  The  Old 
State  House,  the  site  of  the  Boston  Massacre,  Faneuil  Hall,  The 
Paul  Revere  House,  Old  North  Church, and  the  U.S.S.  Constitution  -- 
demand  extensive  distribution  of  the  best  publication  possible. 

Boston  200  and  the  Freedom  Trail  Foundation,  with  its  many 
supporters,  have  begun  this  job.  But  a  major  sponsorship  to 
underwrite  this  important  project  is  still  required.

Boston  200  has  established  the  Freedom  Trail  Fund  to 
assure  successful  coordination  of  all  the  sites  on  the  historic 
Freedom  Trail. 

This  resource  will  underwrite  the  coordination  of 
all  the  sites,  so  that  there  will  be  uniform  opening  and 
closing  hours  during  1975-1976.  The  Fund  may  also  be  used 
for  additional  staff  and  guide  services  during  peak  visitor 
periods . 

The  Fund  will  operate  for  a  twenty-eight  week  period 
during  the  Bicentennial  to  guarantee  operating  costs  for  any 
site  as  need  is  demonstrated.

THE  BOSTON  200  GUIDE  PROGRAM:  A  SUMMARY 


Boston  200  has  developed  a  comprehensive  Guide  Program 
to  serve  the  needs  of  the  many  visitors  expected  in  1975-1976. 
The  Guide  Program  has  three  elements ,  which  are : 


1.  Staffing  Boston  200  Information  Centers  with  well-trained, 
knowledgeable  Bostonians. 

2.  Special  training  in  the  art  of  historical  interpretation  for 
selected  Guides  for  Boston  200  exhibits  and  key  historic 
sites . 

3.  The  formation  of  a  Boston  200  Youth  Corps,  composed  of  local 
high  school  students,  with  extensive  training  during  the 
school  year ,  to  be  employed  as  Guides  during  the  summer  months .

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BOSTON  200  GUIDE  TRAINING  PROGRAM 

The  Boston  200  Training  Program  has  three  district  courses 
to  make  sure  visitors  are  well  served. 

First,  all  Boston  200  staff  will  undergo  intensive 
txaining  before  they  serve  as  guides  at  information  centers  or 
historical  interpreters  at  key  historical  sites. 

Secondly,  public  and  private  employees  who  are  in  public 
contact  positions,  such  as  the  police,  cab  drivers,  and  hotel  and 
motel  employees,    who  will  be  frequently  called  upon  to  serve 
visitors,  will  receive  formal  and  follow-up  training  about  Boston, 
Visitor  Services,  and  Boston  200. 

Finally,  there  will  be  a  media  campaign  to  make  everyone 
as  informed  as  possible  about  Boston  and  Bicentennial  events,  and 
at  the  very  least  to  make  them  aware  of  their  role  as  hosts  for  the 
many  visitors  who  will  come  to  Boston  in  1975-1976.

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BOSTON  200  GUIDES;  STAFFING  BOSTON  200  INFORMATION  CENTERS 

The  Boston  200  Guide  Program  will  provide  visitors  with  the 
personal  services  they  need  to  make  their  stay  in  Boston  enjoyable 
and  memorable. 

A  trained  Guide  can  not  only  help  visitors  find  things  they 
know  they  need  —  hotels,  restaurants, and  currency  exchange  — 
a  Guide  can  also  suggest  activities  and  opportunities  of  which 
visitors  may  not  be  aware  —  exhibits,  special  events,  plays, 
concerts,  and  little-known  historic  sites. 

Guides  can  select  from  the  vast  array  of  Bicentennial 
activities  those  which  would  be  appropriate  and  appealing  to 
individual  visitors.  Guides  will  ease  visitors'  transportation 
problems  with  a   complete  knowledge  of  Boston's  public  trans- 
portation system. 

Guides  will  be  sensitive  to  the  needs  of  the  handicapped. 
And,  finally,  Guides  will  have  the  necessary  language  abilities 
to  coimiunicate  with  foreign  visitors.

BOSTON  200  GUIDES:  INTERPRETING  BOSTON'S  HISTORIC  SITES 
AND  BOSTON  200  EXHIBITS 

Historic  sites  are  the  chief  visitor  focus  in  Boston. 

However,  a  city  presents  barriers  to  the  re-creation  of  the 
past  in  the  mind  and  imagination  of  visitors  because  the  modern  city 
overloads  visitors'  informational  and  emotional  circuits.  It  is 
difficult  to  comprehend  more  than  200  years  of  history  in  one  vista. 

Trained  historic  interpreters  will  take  the  time  to  share 
their  knowledge  with  visitors  and  will  bring  to  life  Boston's  most 
treasured  sites ,  such  as  Faneuil  Hall ,  The  Old  State  House,  and 
the  old  burying  grounds,  as  well  as  the  Boston  200  Exhibits. 

Many  trained  interpreters  are  needed  so  that  each  can  give 
spontaneous,  detailed  attention  to  a  few  visitors  at  a  time. 

The  Bicentennial  will  bring  such  physical  improvements  as 
exterior  lighting  of  historic  buildings  and  well-marked  walking 
trails  to  Boston.  But  personal  interpretation  of  all  these  sites 
will  transform  a  pleasant  experience  into  a  truly  memorable  one. 

A  visit  of  unusual  quality  is  the  goal  for  the  Boston 
Bicentennial,  but  it  can  not  be  achieved  unless  there  are  numerous 
qualified,  and  well- trained  interpreters.

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BOSTON  200  YOUTH  CORPS 

Boston  200  will  involve  the  young  people  of  Boston  directly 
in  the  Bicentennial  by  employing  them  during  the  summers  of  1975 
and  1976. 

By  December  31,  1974,  students  will  be  nominated  from  schools 
throughout  the  city.  By  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester,  Boston 
200  will  choose  twenty  students  to  participate  in  the  Youth  Corps. 

Boston  200  staff  will  train  the  students  through  lectures, 
discussions  and  explorations  of  the  city.  The  materials  developed 
during  this  training  period  will  be  made  available  to  Boston  teachers 
for  use  in  the  classroom. 

The  Youth  Corps  will  work  a  40  hour  week  guiding,  staffing 
information  booths,  and  the  like.  Training  will  continue  on  the  job, 
and  the  young  people  will  be  supervised  by  experienced  adults .  Each 
student  will  have  several  different  tasks  and  responsibilities  over 
the  course  of  the  summer. 

Because  they  will  be  making  a  significant  contribution  to 
the  Bicentennial,  the  students  will  be  paid  $2.25  an  hour  for 
training  and  working  time.  But  the  rewards  of  expanded  horizons 
will  provide  compensation  that  cannot  be  measured  in  dollars.

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AIDS  TO  FOREIGN  VISITORS  IN  BOSTON 

Boston  200  is  inplementing  a  comprehensive  program  to  serve  the 
city's  increasing  foreign  visitor  population.  In  addition  to  coopera- 
ting with  such  existing  institutions  as  the  Boston  Council  for  Inter- 
national Visitors,  the  World  Affairs  Council,  and  the  International 
Institute,  Boston  200  is  creating  a  Hospitality  Center  to  be  the 
focal  point  for  activities  and  events  presented  in  Boston  for  the 
benefit  of  the  foreign  visitor.  The  Center  will  offer  mutli-lingual 
assistance  and  information,  receptions  to  meet  Americans,  guided 
walking  tours  in  a  variety  of  languages,  and  a  multi-lingual  phone 
service. 

Boston  200 's  Foreign  Visitors  Staff  has  completed  an  extensive 
inventory  of  retail  establishments  and  cultural  institutions  throughout 
the  city  where  foreign  languages  are  spoken.  Such  sites  will  be 
identified  by  special  decals  in  14  languages.  An  inventory  of  city 
government  employees  speaking  foreign  languages  has  also  been  completed. 

Boston  200  will  also  provide  multi-lingual  literature  for 
promotional  aids  overseas  as  well  as  translations  of  such  essential 
guides  to  Boston  as  the  Freedom  Trail  Brochure.

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BOSTON  200  SHUTTLE  BUS  SERVICE 

Boston  200 's  Shuttle  Bus  Service  went  into  operation  at 
the  beginning  of  July,  1974. 

The  Bus  Service  not  only  reduces  auto  congestion  in  the  central 
city,  it  offers  a  convenient,  direct  means  to  get  from  one  exhibit  to 
another,  with  a  trained  guide  for  a  driver. 

The  Boston  200  Shuttle  Bus  stops  at  the  Boston  Camion  Visitor 
Information  Center,  the  Charles  Street-Boston  Common  Parking  Garage, 
the  State  House,  Government  Center,  the  New  England  Aquarium,  the 
Tea  Party  Ship  and  Museum,  the  U.S.S.  Constitution,  Bunker  Hill, 
the  Museum  of  Science,  the  Customs  House,  Old  North  Church,  and 
the  Paul  Revere  Mall. 

In  1975  and  1976,  the  Back  Bay  and  the  Fenway  areas  will 
also  be  serviced  by  the  Shuttle  Bus. 

Tickets  are  now  available  at  the  Visitor  Information  Center 
at  Tremont  Street,  but  during  the  Bicentennial  years  they  can  be 
purchased  at  all  Boston  200  Visitor  Centers,  and  at  hotels, 
museums  and  restaurants  throughout  the  city. 

For  $2  a  ticket,  the  visitor  has  unlimited  access  to  the 
Shuttle  Bus  Service  for  the  day  of  purchase,  and  is  entitled  to 
50c  discounts  on  admission  to  the  Science  Museum  and  the  New 
England  Aquarium. 
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TASK  FORCE  ON  THE  HANDICAPPED 

Boston  200 's  Task  Force  on  the  Handicapped  has  developed  a 
new  guide  to  accessibility  in  Boston.  The  guide,  "Access  to  Boston 
in  '76,"  covers  all  sites  of  historical  and  cultural  interest, 
including  Boston's  famous  Freedom  Trail.  Also  listed  are  all 
accessible  support  facilities  such  as  hotels,  restaurants,  transporta- 
tion systems,  parking  facilities,  schools, and  universities. 

The  Task  Force  on  the  Handicapped  is  a  catalyst  for  coordinating 
aids  for  the  handicapped.  Among  these  aids  are  workable  braille 
maps,  informational  brochures  on  tape  recordings,  service  decals 
indicating  accessibility,  and  video,  audio, and  physical  improvements.
